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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The claim language is improper and indefinite. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0491289 to Stefan 
(cited by applicant). 

In regard to claim 1, Stefan discloses and shows in modified Figure 2 below, a 4Pi 
microscope having an interferometer in which two objectives (7 and 8) are positioned to oppose 
one another on different sides of an object plane (9), and having an optical element (10) for 
coupling illuminating light into the interferometer and/or for coupling detected light out of the 
interferometer and for directing it into a detection beam path of the detector (13), 

wherein a reflecting means (4) is provided that reflects the illuminating light coupled out 
by the optical element (10) back into the interferometer and/or allows the detected light coupled 
out by the optical element and directed into the detection beam path to pass through (wherein 
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illumination light would enter the interferometer through reflection off of 4 and the detection 
light would exit the interferometer through reflection off of 4), and another outcoupled detected 
light portion that is not directed into the detection beam path to be reflected back into the 
interferometer (wherein a portion of the detection light incident onto 4 would transmit through 
and reenter the opposite side of the interferometer).
